United States on account of this case 
and domestic bombings will serve- t 
strengthen the hands of those seeking 
to tighten the laws regarding admit 
tance and residence of aliens, and nat 
•realization. 
, That there will be a revival of thi 


-"sedition and other wartime laws whicl 


gave summary power into the hands 
of the federal authorities, is doubted <n 
Washington, although some act of un 
•usual violence might create a hysteri. 
•which would lead to some such re 
suit. It may be stated that the pres 
ent administration does not desire ex- 
traordinary authority conferred upon 
it. 


LAWS SUFFICIENT 


Present laws are believed to be suf- 


ficient to deal w ith radical extremists 
But some leaders of the administration 
already have pointed out that it has 
not been possible>Kto enforce existing 
'statutes. 'The department of labor ha! 
not even''attempted-to enforce fully 
the punitive provisrons of the new im- 
migration act,, "solely because -its ap 
propriation has been insufficient. Its 
major attention has been directed to- 
ward preventing illegal entry of aliens 
^Deportations are costly. They have 
been running about 10,000 a year in 
the last few years, about half the 
number being due'to illegal entry un- 
der the 1924 immigration act restrict- 
ing provisions. 


But bureau of immigration officials 


calculate there are 111,000 aliens in 
penal and other institutions—insane 
asylums and poor farms. It is fairly 
certain that at least half of this num- 
ber are subject to deportation. It wouk 
cost approximately an average of $75 
each to send them out of the country 
and it would require considerable time 
to weed out the depot-table from those 


_ entitled to remain in this country, for 
t 


a board must sit in even* case to 1- 
sure fairness. 


ENFORCEMENT LAGS 


The department of labor has $500.- 


000 more for this sort of work'this 
year than it had before, but it fell be- 
hind in its efforts in April, May and 
June because the deficiency appropri- 
ation bill failed to pass congress and 
this measure contained an item ol 
$200,000 urgently needed to carry on 
deportations in those months. 


The last congress was divided into 


two camps regarding immigration, one 
trying to amend the act to admit 
more aliens of certain classes, while 
the other favored strengthening the 
restrictive measures. 


Leaders of these conflicting- groups 


are members of the present congress, 
thus assuring that the fight will be re- 
newed. 


Whatever may happen in regard to 


the Sacco-Vanzetti case itself, the fee<- 
' ing in Washington now is that demon- 
trations abroad have placed high cards 
in the bands of those who believe the 
laws regarding aliens should bo tlght- 
tned and rigidly enforced. 


NO APPROPRIATION 


A house appropriation sub-commit- 


tee at present is inspecting border pro- 
tection. It also is felt that the move- 
ment to"require aliens to register and 
report their movements while in thi* 
country will gain considerable support 
and that it is likely the naturalization 
requirements will be made more rigid. 
' The mistaken idea persists among 
the uninformed that the federal gov- 
ernment prosecuted Sacco and Vanzet- 
ti. Department of justice agents did 
Investigate Sacco's activities as a rad- 
ical but the two men were tried and 
convicted on a charge of murder in 
Massachusetts courts, quite apart 
from their politico-social beliefs, acd 
it was tbe defense, not the state pros- 
ecution, which Introduced in their trial 
the matter of their radicalism. It has 
been denied repeatedly that tho .re- 
port tr.tnt of Justice knows anything 
regarding their guilt or innocence of 
the murcer charge beyond what 
common knowledge.

Leonard Wood Tuesday joined

ures who have made the journey down 
Pennsylvania-Ave over the Potomac 
to'Arlington national cemetery and a 
final resting place- 


Full military honors and participa- 


tion of high government officials In 
the funeral procession bespoke the 
country's tribute to the famous old 
.soldier who'died, Sunday in Boston. 


Arriving" in the early morning, the 


general's body was moved from the 
train to the president's room at Union 
station for a time before entrusted to 
a regiment of troops _waitlng to escort 
it to a grave in the rough rider's sec- 
tion of the heroes' burial ground at 
Arlington. 
. Mrs. Wood, her two .sons and a 
daughter, were in the funeral party. 
They were met by government of- 
ficials, ranking officers of the war de- 
partment and a host of friends of the 
family. 


Tribute of the Philippines, whose 


government the general headed, was 
expressed in the presence of Pedro 
Guevara, the Philippine commission- 
er, and a group of Filipino residents of 
the capital. 


Through a city whose mourning was 


exemplified by drooping flags at half 
staff, the cortege passed in cadence 
with booming minute guns echoing 
from Fort Myer on the banks of the 
Potomac at the entrance to Arlington. 


ARMT LEADS WAY 


The army band led the way for the 


flagdraped caisson bearing' the body. 
Maj. General Hanson Ely. command- 
ant of the army war college,* headed 
.he procession with Brig. Gen. Frank 
R. McCoy, personal friends of Gen- 
eral Wood through more than ten 
years, as his staff officer.

A black robed horse, bearing: an 
mpty saddle and a pair of military 
boots reversed in the stirrup cup;

own traditional tribute to its dead. A 
sword flashing in the sun. dangled 
torn the saddle scabbard.

of his alleged operations and said "the 
amount could not possibly have been 
over $100.000." However the claims in

Pilot Aug- 
gie Pedlar and I (as navigator) take 
off in our Buhl biplane from Oakland. 
Calif., at noon Aug. 12 in the "race of 
tho century" to Hawaii we hope to 
prove not only our ability to get there, 
but also tho fact that meteorology or 
airography has arrived. 


The meteorologist has come to mean 


tho difference between success and 
failure in transocianic flights. Uncle 
Sam's navy demands that naval flicis 
consult tho weather man before tin 
dcrta'.:ng hazardous ffights. We hope 
to go th.it one better. 


CAN FORTELL WEA1HEB 


Regardless of weather, since I • as 


a meteorologist will understand con- 
ditions over the Pacific ocean, 
we 


should be able to speed surely on to 
our goal. For fully eight days before 
the "take-off I shall study weather 
maps and charts as reported by 
meteorologists at San Francisco. Thus 
I can determine conditions which will 
prevail during the following 24 hours, 
the maximum time required for a 
California-Hononlulu flight. 


For my navigation I shall depend 


upon six instruments—a bubble sex- 
tant, an earth inductor compass, not 
unlike that carried by Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh on his Xew» York-Pans 
flight; an aperiodic compass for use 
should the former fail, an air speed 
indicator, an altimeter and a drift in- 
dicator. In my calculations Miss Doran 
will aid me. 


This plucky little woman and I will 


bo sealed in tho fusilage, the gas 
tanks separating us from Mr. Pedlar, 
who will handle the controls alone. On 
a ^ngle cushioned seat which extends 
across tho fusilage we will face the 
instrument board when we take off.

islation in favor of its own selfish in- 
terests.

"The insurance lobby succeeded in 


1923 
in preventing the legislature to 


enact real and honest supervision and 
regulation of 
insurance companies. 


The acts of the insurance lobby have 
camped under the shadow of the cap- 
itol dome during the entire 1927 ses 
sion of the legislature and the legisla- 
tive hopper has been flooded with in- 
surance measures, very few of which 
were in behalf of the insuring public 
and those few, with minor exceptions, 
ordered killed. 


"A striking example of this lobby's 


smoothness and effectiveness is said 
chapter 411, laws of 1927, approved by 
ihe Governor on July 20 and publish 
ed July 22. By this law the then ex- 
isting method of taxing both foreign 
and domestic Life Insurance compa- 
nies is drastically changed. 


"The "Lobby" speciously represent- 


ed that only a "re-adjustment" of tax- 
es between Foreign and 
Domestic 


companies would result without loss 
of revenue to the state. I estimate 
however that there will be a loss of

the estimated business for 1927, and 
that this loss will increase yearly for 
the next succeeding four years of ap- 
proximately $125.000. so that by the 
year 1932 the loss will be at least $1.- 
OCO.OOO annually.

He transformed the former from 
an island of chaos and pestilence to one of 
political stability and^a sanitary state 
hitherto unknown in the tropics. He gave 
[Cuba its right start on the road to free- 
dom, 
and it must ever be indebted to him 


for his contribution to its social welfare. 
He was engaged in a sjmilar work in the 
Philippines when overtaken by death. His 
record there was one of outstanding 
achievements. Through two administra- 
tions he has been almost solely relied 
upon to so govern the Philippines as to 
avoid collision with vigorous nationalist 
sentiment and to prepare them for self- 
government. 
It was the most difficult 


problem of his life, but he was making 
rapid progress toward its solution. 
His 


genius as an administrator, his detefmina- 
tion and his rigid insistence upon disci- 
pline all combined to make him well suit- 
ed to the job. It will be difficult to re- 
place him. 


Gen. Wood's death is a real loss to the 


complicated machinery of government. It 
is a loss to those American ideals which 
have thus far kept the nation on an even 
xccl and free from pacifism and false po- 


,. litical doctrines. 
He was a full sized 


American, of the kind and stature ;;;at 
have given the United States its high 
world position and its inherent strength 
and security. 
We could well afford to 


have more Gen, Woods 5n both our 
military and our civil life. 


FARM RELIEF BY LOW 


PRODUCTION 


Two million less acres oi corn -were 


grown in the United States this year, and 
7,000,000 less acres of all crops arc under 
cultivation this year than ever before. 


The Department of Agriculture says 


that these figures, far from being diico'ir- 
aging. arc very encouraging, and would 
have been even better if acreage under 
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cultivation had been decreased by twice 
7,000,000 acres. 


America has been over-fanned in pro- 


portion to her other jobs, says the depart- 
ment. The exodus from farm to city took 
place because it was inevitable that the 
small farm must go and give way to high- 
powered mechanical and scientific farm- 
ing on a large scale. 


Fewer farms mean a living wage for 


the survivors who stick to the soil. 


NO TIME TO GET EXCITED 


' The Army and Naval Journal publishes 
an editorial in which' it appeals to the na- 
tion to direct congress to provide a 
navy which will make the United States 
dominant on the seas. It says that the ad- 
journment of the tri-partite naval confer- 
ence at Geneva without agreement "is in 
the nature of a trumpet call to the Amer- 
ican people to prepare on sea and land to 
defend themselves against foreign aggres- 
sion. Boiled down to essentials. Great 
Britain has served notice that she will 
never surrender the supremacy of 
the 


seas and that she will not permit equality. 
That notice, served primarily upon the 
United States, applies equally to Japan." 


This is the kind of bombastic national- 


ism that will find a response among jingo 
newspapers and politicians. It is the kind 
of dogma militaristic newspapers like .the 
Chicago Tribune have been preaching for 
years. It ignores the facts touching the 
position and security of the United Stales, 
the motives of Great Britain and the rela- 
tions of the two great powers. In the first 
place, there is no foreign aggression 
against the United States that has any 
prospect of settlement by arms. War be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States is as "unthinkable"'now as it has, 
been for the last half century. 
We are 


quite capable of 
defending 
ourselves 


against attack from any and all quarters. 
We might not be able to wage success- 
fully an offensive war in Europe, but. no 
one wants such a war. 


General Dawes Sunday, in an address 


at Buffalo, in the presence of Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin of Great Britain 
and the Prince of Wales, declared it im- 
possible that America and England 
should enter on programs of competitive 
naval building. There is not the slightest 
occasion for it, and the failure of the Gen- 
eva conference could by no stretch of the 
imagination be made an excuse for it. 


Our naval inferiority to Great Britain 


is more of paper than of reality. We can 
afford from every point of view to wait 
and determine our future policies by what 
transpires in Europe and particularly by 
the course followed by Great Britain. As 
yet nothing is offered to warrant this 
country in engaging in extensive cruiser 
building, either in competition with Brit- 
ain or as a protective measure because of 
failure of the Geneva conference. It is a 
time to keep our shirts on and walk with 
deliberation. It is not a time to get excit- 
ed and run about with our arms in the air.

Once upon a time there were two neigh- 


boring families who went under -the well 
known names of Smith and Jones. They 
had been young folks together, and were 
distantly related. 
They had had a few 


family feuds, but they got along well to- 
gether on the whole, and had prospered. 


When automobiles came in, each fam- 


ily had its automobile. When it became 
stylish to have two automobiles, the 
Smiths were not far behind the Joneses. 
When it became stylish to have three au- 
tomobiles the Joneses were not far behind 
the Smith's. One day the Smiths took a 
notion into their heads that they should 
have more automobiles "Chan the Joneses. 
They bought a car for each of the chil- 
dren, and one for each of their servants. 


The Joneses said that this was the 


height of extravagance and foolishness, 
but what-could they do? The two families 
had been equally leaders in the commu- 
nity for years, and the Joneses could not 
afford to fall behind. So they, too. ordered 
cars for all their servants.

quarters occupies a magnificent new 
building across Lafayette Square from 
Lhe White House.

ed in surveys and investigations for 
.he benefit of its members. It pub- 
isiies a monthly magazine that fairly 
•eeks of opulence and success. It has 
x publicity bureau that functions ad- 
mirably in keeping the Chamber's 
activities before the country- It holds 
annual conventions at 
which are 


speeches by business and 
financial 


notables, committee reports, and dis- 
cussions that give the low-down on 
all subjects of interest ,to those who 


un the industrial and commercial 
end of the United States. It partici- 
pates in international meetings and 
conferences of the same character.

The subject is old because business 


men and some legislators have been 
hammering away for many years to 
bring about a change in the book- 
keeping system of the Department 
that handles the nation's mail. If 
they can effect that it is believed that 
a revision of postal rates would fol- 
low as a matter of course. • 


ALWAYS IX '-HE KED 


Tho 1'ost Office Department, which 


carries on- one of the most important 
of tho public sen-ices, is always in 
the red. That is to say. 
its annual 


statement invariably shows an oper- 
ating 
deficit. 
that of last year 


amounting to approximately S3S.OOO,- 
000.This would seem to show that the 
mail business, the great government 
operating utility, which is conducted 
with remarkable efficiency from the 
standpoint of service, is 
conducted 


upon a poor business basis because 
its rcvcmics never equal its expenses, 
On the face of it. it would appear 
that the only things that could be 
done about it would be _cithcr to In- 
crease postage charges and thus get 
more revenue or practice operating 


economies that would put the depart- 
mental outgo within its income. 


But neither alternative is proposed. 


There is no suggestion that the postal 
business is not carried on economic- 
ally and there is insistence that cer- 
tain postage charge should be reduc- 
ed.Tho explanation of this anomaly is 
a matter of bookkeeping. It is assert- 
ed by the National Chamber of Com- 
merce, and it has been similarly as- 
serted many times for many years 
heretofore, that with a business-like 
accounting system the Post 
Office 


Department, instead of showing an 
annual operating deficit, would show a 
surplus. The apparent deficit, it is 
explained, is due to the fact that the 
Government charges, against the De- 
partment all the free and less-than- 
cost services which are a part of-the 
governmental policy. 
' • 


By attempting to make commer- 


cial mail pay not only the costs in- 
curred in handling it but a portion 
of the deficit incurred in the hand- 
ling of free and less-than-cost mail, 
it is asserted, rates on revenue pro- 
ducing mail have been pushed so 
high as to become unjustifiably bur- 
densome to the public with which it 
originates. If business practice were 
followed, cost free and policy services 
would be charged against the general 
treasury instead of being saddled on 
mail users. 
"Experience has definitely demon- 


strated," says- President 
Lewis 
JB. 


Pierson of the National Chamber in 
a communication to the membership 
of his organization, "that the present 
scale rates is not on a reasonable 
basis and is resulting in considerable 
harm to various users of the mails 
and therefore to the public in. gen- 
eral. These facts have been brought 
out at the various hearings -before 
the Post Office Committees of Con- 
gress, and the Postal" Service Com- 
mittee of the Chamber has rendered 
a report which shows clearly that a 
revision of postal rates should be 
made as soon as possible." 


WHERE FREE MAIL ORIGIN- 


ATES 


The so-called free mail, it may be 


pointed out, is that sent out May the 
Government Departments and num- 
erous bureaus and commissions, 
by 


the White House, and by the mem- 
bers of Congress. It amounts to a1 
tremendous volume in the course of a 
vcar. No postage is pjaid on it, nor is 
the Post. Office Department credited 
with sums corresponding to the rev- 
enues it would have received there- 
from had it handled this mail lor pri- 
vate individuals or corporations. 


Of course all this mail is presump- 


tively official business and the "Post 
Office Department is a government" 
institution, and to pay postage on it 
would be -somewhat similar to a 
man's taking money out of one pock- 
et to put it in another. No one quar- 
rels with that theory, but there is 
objection to the constant wail that 
Uncle Sam is running his postal-bus- 


iness, at a loss and t othe effort to 
make the cash customers of the ser- 
vice pay rates sufficient to offset this 
alleged loss. 
-It is claimed that if regular rates 
were charged on this free mail the 
service would show a profit sufficient 
to warrant reductions 
in rates 'on 


commercial mail. It is also contended 
that if the various government .agen- 
cies were 
debited 
annually 
in 


amounts corresponding to the postage 
they would have to pay if they were 
private concerns they would speedily 
be practicing economies that would 
relieve the postal service of a con- 
siderable burden. There is no doubt 
about it, .tons of this "free" mail are 
carried every month that could be 
eliminated without detriment to the 
Government and 
without complaint 


from the public. . 


In the making of postal rates ap- 


plicable to purely commercial busi- 
ness, says Mr. Pierson, the following 
three elements should be fully con- 
sidered: First, the cost to the Post 
Office Department of the handling of 
free or less-than-cost matter; second, 
the rates.should be so made as to en- 
courage the further use of the postal 
service and thus reduce the units of 
overhead expense; third, the rates 
should be made on the different clas- 
ses with due regard to the character 
and value of the service and the con- 
ditions under which it is performed, 
in the same manner as rates are de- 
termined by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for the transportation of 
freight and express. 


Mr. Pierson does not specify what 


he regards as less-than-cost mail up- 
on which, presumptively, rates will 
be increased when the general revi- 
sion, his organization requests is 
brought about.

Recently a few more women have 


risen to prominence in departments 
in which work is not confined to wo- 
men and. children, but extends to law 
and'finance.

Boys Are in Majority Among 


Failures, Annual Report 
Points Out 


Only 155 of tho 34013 boys and girls 


enrolled in the grade schools and jun- 
ior high schools In the public school 
system were not promoted at the end 
of the fcchool year in June, according 
to the annual report of the city super- 
intendcrffc of common schools sent to 
the state department of education Au- 
gust 1. Of these, 95 were boys and 60 
were girls. Boys were In the major- 
ity in enrollment with 1,535, the girls 
having 1,478. 
. The first grade showed the greatest 
number who failed to be promoted. Of 
the 144 boys. 15 did not pass, and of 
the 173 girls, 15 failed, making a total 
of 30 failures. The second grade had 14 
boy failures from 
142 enrolled, and 


nirfo girls with 14S enrolled. 
In the 


kindergarten a like number of failures 
were reported iirthc same proportion. 
14 and 9, but a.larger enrollment was 
tliown: 327 boys and 282 girls. Eight 
boys and eight girls failed In the third 
grade with 111 boys and 115 girls en- 
rolled.' 


There were eight failures in the 230 


enrolled in the fourth grade, and five 
in the 246 in the fifth grade. Thirteen 
failed to pass from the 251 enrolled in 
the sixth, and nine of the 284. in the 
seventh, which is the first class of the 
junior high school. Only six failures 
•w.ere recorded for the eighth grade, 
•which had an enrollment jof 225. There 
•were 12 failures in the ninth grade 
•with 305 "enrolled. From 
the 
sixth 


grade upwards, boys showed slightly 
more failures than the girls. In, the 
ninth grade this excess was increased. 
There were 150 boys enrolled and ten 
failures, whereas there were 155 girls 
enrolled and two failures. 


There were 1,426 boys and 1.413 


girls promoted at the end of the,year 
in June, 1927, and 19 special or indi- 
vidual promotions were made during 
Hie year. In the high school there •nas 
en enrollment of 385 boys and 444 
girls. These were divided into class- 
es: tenth grade. 201 boys and 205 girls; 
eleventh 
grade. 106 boys and 
129 


girls: twelfth grade 74 boys and 105 
girls: special, four boys and five girls. 


The school census showed 
6,649 


boys and girls in the city from four 
years to 20 years of age. During the 
school year there were 4,215 enrolled 
Jn the public schools including the 
grades, high schools and special class- 
es. Thirty seven -were in the special 
classes as blind, deaC or exceptional; 
113 in the kindergarten; 1,775 in the 
elemenetary grades; 860 in the junior 
Jiigh schools, and £29 in the senior 
Ugh school. Non-resident tuition pu- 
pils enrolled numbered 202 with 
the 


senior high school showing the larg- 
est enrollment of 34 boys and 63 girls. 


The number of actual school days, 


emitting holidays, was 173. 


There were 151 teaching positions 


In the schools. 
Fifty-eight were in 


the elementary grades, 40 in the jun- 
ior high schools; 
37 in the senior 


liigh school; 13 in the kindergartens; 
find three in the special classes.

tants; 
no school 
physicians; 
two 


school nurses; one truant officer; 11 
school buildings; nine kindergartens: 
two ungraded classes for exceptional 
children; no open air room*. 


Statistics for six parochial schools 


were cited. There wero 41 teachers 
at tho close of tho school year and 
1.869 pupils enrolled between four and 
20 years of age. Of these six also 
were enrolled In tho 
public schools 


some time during the year. 


The cost of books for the libraries 


of the grades during the year was 
$772 and for the high schools. $576.71. 
In tho junior high school and grade 
libraries there were 4,000 volumes at 
the end of the year and at the senior 
high school 7,376. The cost of the 
books now in the grade and junior 
high school libraries was $3,800 and 
in the senior high school, $5,528. 


Thirty-two children were reported 


as not complying with the law and 
five parents were notified of violation 
of tho law, according to the compul- 
sory education statistics cited. Three 
boys and one girl were returned to 
school by the law. 


Thirty-six teachers in the city re- 


ceived $200 or more a month during 
the nine months of the previous year. 
Tw,o received from. $190 to $199; 17 
from $180 to $189; 23 from $170 to 
$179; 19 from $160 to $169; 24 from $150 
to $159; nine from $140 to $149; nine 
from $130 to $139; six from $120 to 
$129,:and eight from $120 to $129. 


The majority of the grade school 


teachers were graduated from the full 
course at normal schools, 61 of the 76 
being in this class. Twenty-four at- 
tended but were not graduated from 
a county rural normal school and three 
from a special school. AH were grad- 
uated from high school. 


In the senior high school eight of 


the 38 teachers were graduated from 
the University of Wisconsin and ten 
attended but did not graduate.

Cattle Raisers Should Show 
Animals at Fairs

Green Bay—J. N. Kavanaugh; agri- 


cultural agent, has made tho follow- 
ing suggestions to breeders of cattle 
in Brown-co with reference to the 
Value of making exhibits at the fair 
and preparing cattle for the show 
ring: 


"Several reasons why owners of 


good livestock should make exhibits 
at the fairs arc because first class 
representation of any breed is an im- 
portant clement in the promotion of 
tho breed interests: many men consid- 
ering the choice of a breed has been 
influenced in his choice by the charac- 
ter of exhibits he has seen; beginners 
who have started breeding livestock 
are encouraged and obtain informa- 
tion at livestock shows; breed and 
agricultural associations have long 
realized these facts and consequently 
prizo money is offered to stimulate the 
realization of the ends in view. 


"There aro many advantages to the 


individual exhibitor in the way of ad- 
vertising his own animals. A breeder 
tvas located in a community where the 
sale of purebred dairy cattle was rath- 
er slow and so it was- decided to try 
out tho advertising effects'of exhibit- 
ing at fairs. 
The results, 
briefly 


stated, were that enough prize money 
was won to practically pay expenses 
and the .inquiries for stock and sales 
later made much more. 


"One of the most prominent breeders 


in the middle' west states that his 
first showing experience many years 
ago where the competition was keen, 
taught him many valuable lessons. He 
came to know what constitutes a good 
type animal and he learned from more 
experienced exhibitors how to properly 
fit and show livestock." 


CAREFUL. SELECTION 


"Dairy animals to be selected for fit- 


ting should have good size for their 
age. possess straight top lines, good 
middles and clean-cut features in gen- 
eral. In females, udder development, 
including size, shape, quality and 
well-placed teats are important. 


"The animal that has been well 


grown has an advantage over its com- 
petitor that 
is 
underfed. 
To se- 


cure good growth does not mean 
excessive 
feeding on 
high-priced 


feeds, 
but 
it .does 
mean 
that 


the 
animal at no time 
during 


the growing period ceases to makp 
good gains. It is better to feed the 
growing: dairy animal on skim milk 
and good hay and enough grain to 
secure desired results than ^to, feed ex- 
cessively on grain. 


"A good fitting ration for dairy an- 


imals might consist of equal parts, by 
•weight, of wheat "bran." ground oats, 
hominy and oil meal. Bran'and .oats 
tend to lighten .the ration .and give it 
variety: the "hJiri'iny puts, on soft flesh 
and the oil meal "helps, condition the 
animal and put on-a sleek coat. Good 
clover or .alfalfa hay and corn silage 
are important The silage, however, 
should be /discontinued sometime be- 
fore the animals leave home, so that 
they will :bc receiving tlie same feeds 
that they ."arc fed while at-.the fair. 


"Each animal-should .be'stabled and 


blanketed -severaf/weeKs '."before 
the 


'date of stiowing. The animals may be 
clipped or the long hair may be workr 
cd out by. brushing, the body with 
coarse sandpaper tacked to a block 
for convenience in .handling. 


"The purpose of . blanketing is to 


fceep thb animal clean, sweat the hide 
and better its handling qualities, help 
shed the old hair and make the re- 
maining hair lie to the body. 


"To .-iid-in putting the skin and hair 


in condition, wash a few times •with 
green castilc soap and water. During 
the fitting period rub the 
hide 


thoroughly with a mixture of equal 
parls of sweet oil. soap., liniment and 
alcohol. A mixture of goose grease 
and sweet oil is.also very good. These 
mixtures not only improve the qual- 
ity of skin, but add gloss to the hair 
and give the body "a.very clean appear? 
wice. The mixtures should not be ap- 
plied to white hair on .an animal later 
than four or five days before show- 
in? because of discoloration. 
For 


grooming, a soft brush is advisable. 
Avoid the use of a curry comb except 
for the purpose of dirt that clings 
tightly. 


"The horns must receive attention: 


very' often the wsc of horn trainers 
is necessary- 
In preparing horns, 


scrape doxvn the rough portions by 
1he use of a file. The edge of a brok- 
en piece of glass is used after filing. 
Be careful not to make the skin sore 
at the base of the horns. When they 
have been worked down nicely, rub 
them with emery cloth to put on a 
smooth surface. For polishing, fix a 
paste using sweet oil. • powdered pum- 
ice stone or tripoli and add a little al- 
cohol. 
Apply this 
mixture to the 


horn and rub well with a woolen 
cloth. If the horns have been put in 
good condition before leaving home, 
polishing will he all that is necessary 
at the fair. The hoofs may be trim- 
med by wsc of pincers followed by a 
rasp. 
"It is necessary to do some clip- 


ping just previous to showing. Thi? 
•will include the tail abox-c the switch 
and ujnnlly tho cars, except In the 
case of Brown Swiss, and portions of 
the head or face and the belly. 


"A point often overlooked is thai 


of breaking: the animal to lead and 
to stand properly. If tho effort.* of 
tho attendant are 'taken up in drag- 
ging and pushing an entry about, ma- 
ny of the good prints which tho an- 
imal might otherwise show arc con- 
cealed. 
An exhibitor should have 


Just one thought in mind while show- 
ins in the ring, and that Js to give his 
entry every possible chance to show 
to advantage. I\v this is meant thai 
xvhcn tho animal stands. Its feet are 
properly placet, back 
straight and 


head alert. Any movement cither on 
tho part of the exhibitor or the ani- 
mal shonld be as graceful as possi- 
ble. Keep one eye on the judge and 
the other on Iho animal, is the advice 
of experienced showman.

"That circumstance is true," says 


the American Road Builders' Associa- 
tion "insofar as inclement weather 
halts traffic on the vast network of lo- 
cal roads over which the farmer must 
travel to reach arterial highways." 


Charles M. Upham, director of re- 


search, . believes agricultural interests 
will receive a far reaching 
benefit 


through development of the associa- 
tion's 'plan to stimulate and standard- 
ize improvement of all thoroughfares 
connecting isolated communities with 
the nation's primary road systems. 


"The 
half-million miles of surfaced 


highway we now have." he explains 
"was 
constructed 
with no 
more 


thought of the farmer than of the ur- 
ban dweller. The routes were selected 
for the best public purpose. In serving 


the general welfare, they have been of 
tremendous importance to tho farmer. 


"However, there is a great second- 


ary road system, reaching every coun- 
ty in the United States, that must be 
considered if the individual farmer is 
to be assured of speedy and economi- 
cal marketing, and of social and edu- 
cational intercourse with neighboring 
communities at all seasons of the year. 


"These rural avenues, where traffic 


is light, can be improved for 52,500 per 
mile. Annual upkeep should not ex- 
ceed $8,000 per mile, and each year of 
repair leaves a thicker, more strongly 
knitted surface to withstand future 
wear." 
\ 
Tho recently created National Coun- 


ty Highway Officials' 
Association, 


drawing a membership from each of 
the 3,070 counties in the. country, is 
expected to save millions of dollars 
for the local taxpayer through stand- 


ardization of road construction 
and 


maintenance methods, and by the ex- 
change of newly discovered theory and 
date. 


"Numerous valuable methods of low 


cost road construction." Upham sug- 
gests, "involving the use of only loca 
materials, will be revealed at a meet- 
ing of the highway research board in 
December! Many of the more impor- 
tant county roads have

Saving the lives ot young pics is 


simple in practice. The farrowing pen 
is thoroughly cleaned and scn:bbc-d to 
remove all eggs of the round-worm, 
one of the chief causes of death among 
young pip.*. The row is thoroughly 
cleaned, a special effort being made to 
remove all (-ggs from the udder. With- 
in ten days after farrowing, the sow 
and pigs arc removed to a field sown 
to forage crops and not pastured to 
swine since sown. The pigs arc provid- 
ed with a £<x»d supply of water and 
shade and kept in this flHd for at least 
four months. aft<-r which t»m<» Jhty 
are reasonably safe from severe or in- 
jurious worm infestations. 


One of the most unusual and far- 
fetched plans 
suggested for wiping 


out the pest is to electrocute him with 
a wireless 
electrical current, 
the 


death dealing currents to he broad- 
cast, as by radio. The inventor be- 
lieves his scheme has been worked 
out to such a nicety that the borer, 
alone, will be thus destroyed. Somo 
farmers have come out with ingeni- 
ous home-made devices for cleaning 
up their own fields, many of which 
have real practical value. 


C. O. Reed, director of engineering 


and equipment, declares that much 
practical assistance has come from 
machinery manufacturers. The work 
of cleaning up infested areas has so 
far been largely mechanical. 


One of the large plow manufactur- 


ers has designed and developed a spe- 
cial plow for stubble covering. 
It 


turns over a wide strip of soil and 
leaves only a small bit of stubble ex- 
posed, to be gathered and burned. It 
is felt that thoroughly plowing under 
the stubble in Infested fields is one 
excellent means of 
combatting the 


pest. Such borers as succeed in mak- 
ing their way to the soil surface are 
quickly devoured by birds and large 
beetles. The red-headed woodpecker 
is especially fond of the borer, and, 
therefore, an effective ally lo man. in 
the fight to destroy the corn borer. 


ENSILING KILLS BORERS 


Others of the implement manufac- 


turers have sought to meet the emerg- 
ency with corn harvesters equipped 
t* 'do very close cutting. Before the 
borer invasion, high cutting was the 
practice, now the closer it is cut to 
the ground tt.i- better. The ordina- 
ry silo cutter does a very effective 
job of grinding up the borers, but 
since the stubble remains in the field 
fcr the spring clean-up the shorter 
the stubble the fewer borers arc to be 
carried over until spring. 


The "stubble beater" is another ex- 


ample of the ingenuity of the ma- 
chinist. 
It was designed especially 


to aid in the destruction of the corn 
borer. 7t was thought that in the 
more Kidly 
infested fields, merely 


plowing under the stubble would hard- 
ly be sufficient and that if plowing 
was preceded by the "stubble beater.*" 
the job might be infinitely more ef- 
fective. 


CALL FOR HELP 


While the government, with the co- 


operation of the farmers in tho in- 
f'jstcd sections. Is doing all possible to 
check the westward advance of the 
borer. aj» well as to exterminate it 
where it has already gained foothold. 
it is up to the people of "Wisconsin 
and elsewhere in the corn belt to take 
the utmost care in keeping the pest 
in check.

planter, using 2-12-2. 'This fertilizer 
not only gives his corn a good start, 
but it hastens ripening, improves the 
quality and increases the yield. The 
places where'the hills of corn stood 
can be seen the following year in the 
oats that follow the corn and the third 
year in the clover or-alfalfa that fol- 
lows 'the 'oats, in much more thrifty 
growths than appear in the spaces be- 
tween tho rows of corn that got no 
fertilizer. The oats and clover -where 
the rows of corn were so beniflted by 
tho fertilizer, that Mr. Fiestedt Is con- 
sidering the broadcasting of the fer- 
tilizer on his cornKeld next spring so 
that corn and all the oats and clover 
growing in the field after the corn 
may bo benefited by the fertilizer. Mr. 
Fiestedt says that the phosphate in 
the fertilizer he is using is the chief 
plant food lacking in the soil in his 
locality and that it took him a long 
time to find out how many crops one 
application of phosphate would bene 
fit. 
Mr. Fiestcdt has been using 125 


pounds of 2-12-2 to the acre in 
his 


cornfields. If ho broadcasts the fer- 
tilizer hereafter he will use more 
pounds to the acre.

Scientists Say Industrial Or- 


ganization and Capital 
Might Bring Out Usefulness 


Washington —VP)— Industrial or- 


ganization and capital, federal chem- 
ists declare, might open to agricul- 
ture and unexploltcd heritage 
from 


the American aborigine. 


Years before the white man came, 


with his tea and his coffee, Indian 
tribes from the James R^vcr In Vir- 
ginia to the Rio Grande, brewed a 
stimulating beverage from dried leav- 
es of a picturesque shrub. 


They called it "yaupon." Science 


named it Ilex casscnc. and the com- 
mon name became cas.sina, or, be- 
cause of the brilliant red fruit, the 
"Chirstmas berry" tree. 


Civilization took no 
head 
of the 


\vild plant, except to grub it as a 
meddlesome bush or, for its dense 
growth, even at 
a 
13-foot 
height, 


plant it as wind breaks for cultivated 
crops. 


Only the depression'of civil strife, 


robbing the South of its table drinks, 
turned attention to Christmas berry 
tea. Peace came, and southern famil- 
ies went back to customary beverag- 
es. It was 50 years later that gov- 
ernment chemists found commercial 
caffeine in cassina, the active prin- 
appropriated funds for 
experiment, 


ciple of both, tea and coffee'. 


Vast possibilities arose. Congress 


Scientifically prepared, green cassina 
•was found comparable to green tea. 
In a test, 24 of 25 United States sen- 
ators liked its flavor 
much 
better. 


They believed it a very fine tea, until 
demonstrators explained. 


Further experiment found cassina 


a rich source of flax'oring extracts 
and sirups. Its foaming propensities 
and distinct, pleasing taste, gave it 
caste as a carbonated drink. 


Interested only in provi.ig cassina 


a pleasant and palatable drink, the 
government left commercial produc- 
tion open to competition. 


"The plant has economic advanta?- 
es," chemists relate. "It is the on'y 
one indigenous to the United States 
to contain caffeine. All foreign caf- 
feine plants 
have 
become highly 


commercialized. 


"Cassina is 
abundant 
on 
poor, 


sandy soils over an area, of 40,000 
square miles. It easily could be In- 


troduced as a cultivated crop. In com- 
parison with tea. Its products can b« 
made very cheaply, for. unlike tea, 
all the leaves on the plant contain 
caffeine: all the leaves can be remov- 
ed from the branches wjth live nit-am; 
pruning can be done by machinery, 
and hand-picking1 eliminated. Leaves 
are less subject 
to spoilage, thus 


lowering the speed of manufacture 
Each product Is perfect in typo mi'] 
needs no comparison to standards. 


"Of prime importance Is the fact 


that 90 per cent of the waste ma- 
terials can be utilized as fuel, there- 
by lessening1 the cost of production 
and making it possible to market the 
dried leaves, on a largo scale, for 
four to five cents a pound. 


"In cassina, America has a native 


tea that will compare to. and under- 
sell, present imports. Trade is clam- 
oring for it, but there can be no 
definite supply until a cassina Indus- 
try, much after the fashion of our 
sugar-beet industry, has been organ- 
ized and financed."

Two classes of Indians were estab- 


lished by this law—the competent and 
the incompetent. The competent In- 
dian could draw his full allotment each 
tiuarter. while the incompetent could 
draw only ?1.000 of his allotment, the 
remainder soinjr into a trust fund at 
Washington. 


Under this law there were certain 


items, however, for 
which 
money 


could be withdrawn from the trust 
fund. One of these was for the pur- 
chase of livestock. 


Since January 1. figures at 
the 


agency here reveal, more than 530,000 
has been allotted to the 
restricted 


members of the tribe for the purchase 
of purebred livestock. This however, 
is but a small portion of the total ex- 
penditure for this purpose, as thous- 
ands of dollars have been spent by the 
competent members of the tribe.

PLANS FLIGHT OVER 
AMAZON WILDERNESS 


Will Travel Approximately 


4,300 Miles in Proposed 
Trip 


RmiiMvirlc, Ca. — When Tnul 
K. 


Rodfern, 
25-year-old aviator, soars 


over thcs wamps and Jungles of the 
Amaron on his 
proposed 
non-stop 


flight, he will probably feel as much at 
case as though he were coins: through 
his regular fl.\mg routine for the gov- 
ernment. 


For Rcdfcrn'* flights during the last 


six months have been over just such 
stretches of lanO and water as he cx- 
prcts to cross on his long air voyage 
from Brunswick. Ga.. to Hio dc Jan- 
eiro. .1 distance f 4.300 miles. 


The "pioneer" air *eout of the na- 


tional prohibition unit, southeastern 
division. Redfcrn's assignments during 
the last six months have been to route 
out the- moonshine stills In the swamp 
lands of South Carolina. Georgia and 
Florida. Moonshiners, seeking some- 
thing new in tho way of concealment, 
conceived the idea of building heavy 
rafts in the marsh grass and heavily 
wooded swamp area a!png the coast, 
where they successfully operated stills 
for several month's. 


It was impossible to reach the 


swamps and the land parties could not 
find the stills because of the head- 
high marsh grass. Then the prohibi- 
tion officials imported Redfern and his 
plane from Geneva, X. Y., where ho 
was operating an airport. 


Flying at a dangerously low alti- 


tude over the swamps. Redfern spot- 
ted the still?, one by one. signalled to 
a convenient patrol boat, and small 
rowboats were sent into the swamps to 
capture the moonshiners, while Red- 
fern circled overhead directing the 
hunters to their objective. 


In the first 10 days of flying Redfern 


located and led in the capture of 49 
stills, each of them valued at several 
thousand dollars. 


"We usually gat our man," Redfern 


says. "The moonshiners couldn't get 
out of sight of the plane no matter 
how far they tried, .and after a few 
hours of hide-and-seek in the chilly 
swamp waters they were caught by 
patrol-boat operators." 


The flight, which will start soon 


will take him two days and two nights, 
he estimates, and will be over some 
of the uninhabited jungle region of 
the Amazon river. He will fly a Stin- 
son monoplane to be called the "Port 
of Brunswick." 


Redfern has received a leave of ab- 


sence from government service to 
make the flight. His plane, •will car- 


• ry 500 gallons of gasoline, more than 


lias ever been carried by a plane with 
a 200-h. p. motor. 


His course from Brunswick will lie 


directly over Porto Rico, then over 
the Caribbean Sea and on to the South 
American coasts, then into the inter-

made in the same latitude," Redfern 
says, "and my flight will be unique 
in that he will pass from a moderate 
climate to the very hottest—over the 
equator—then over the winter tem- 
peratures of the snow-topped moun- 
tains in the Brazilian coastal range."

It 
is a cabin type monoplane, with di- 
rect vision from the glass-enclosed pi- 
lot's seat. Redfern will be directed by 


three compasses, one earth 
In- 


ductor and two ordinary compasses. 
He will carry the usual array of in- 
struments on the instrument board. 
The motor is a Wright whirlwind type. 


The plane is 33 feet in length and 


4S feet in width, standing 11 and one- 
half feet high.

The new city hall of Gary, Indiana, now under construction, illustrates the new ideal o'. civic beauty be- 


ing sought in American cities. 


, Gary.Ind.—Unusual and spectacu- 
lar^ things are customarily associated 
with Gary. 


Twenty-one years ago the site of 


Gary was sand dune and marsh land. 
Today it is a city of 110.000 and one 
of the biggest industrial centers in the 
country. 


From this town came the so-called 


Gary school system, and now Gary 
has stepped out with a program of 
civic beautiflcallon. 
The ideal • is to 


prove that a steel city need not be 
dirty and dingy. First arguments of 


the proof will be visualized in a civic 
gateway project, to include a broad 
expanse of park in which will be built 
twin city and county buildings which 
will serve as a gateway to Gary's 
Broadway, a hundred-foot wide busi- 
ness 
thoroughfare extending 
for 


eight miles through the heart of the 
city. Bach of the two buildings will 
cost some $700,000. 


There are other signs of Gary's de- 


termination to show itself a city full 
grown—a new municipal park 
and 


golf course wrested from the marshes 


of the Little Calumet river, a lakeside 
park and bathing beach, a $1,250,001 
model high school building, a $1,000,- 
000 church whose'sheer gothic tower 
surmounts the business district, a 
lodge

amount, and a $2.500.000 hotel whicl 
soon will be opened.
